OVERVIEW 

The New South Wales Managing Care and Work survey is a one-off Survey conducted in 
October 2005 as a supplement to the Monthly Population Survey (MPS). The survey 
provides information on the relationship between people's unpaid caring responsibilities 
and their work situation during the six months prior to the survey. 


PURPOSE 

The data will be used to establish improvements to the workplace since policies were 
introduced following a similar survey in 2000 (Managing Caring Responsibilities and 
Paid Employment survey, New South Wales). The 2000 survey provided initial 
benchmark information on employment experiences and needs. The results will also 
assist in identifying where to focus future efforts to further improve the work/family 
balance for the NSW labour force. 


The main user of the data will be the NSW Department of Aging, Disability and Home 
Care. Other users will include the NSW Department of Commerce (Office of Industrial 
Relations); the NSW Department of Health; and the Premier's Department (Office for 
Women; and Office of Employment, Equity and Diversity). 


SCOPE 

All persons aged 18 years or over in NSW. The survey was conducted using seven- 
eighths of the full sample of private dwellings in NSW that were included in the MPS and 
excluded: 


e members of the permanent defence forces; 
e certain diplomatic personnel of overseas governments, customarily excluded from 


censuses and surveys; 

e overseas residents in Australia; 

e members of non-Australian defence forces (and their dependents) stationed in 
Australia; 

e private dwellings containing visitors only; 

e visitors to the household; 

e residents of non-private dwellings such as hospitals, motels and prisons.

Labour Force Sample Design, 2002 (cat. no. 6269.0), and any recent edition of the ABS 
publication, Labour Force, Australia (cat. no. 6202.0).

For the purposes of this survey a carer is any person in NSW aged 18 years or over 
who: 


e is a parent (or partner) with a child aged 14 years or under on the Labour Force 
household form or, who, in the last 6 months looked after someone including: 

e any child aged 14 years or under (excluding own children in the household) 

e aperson aged 65 year or over 

e aperson aged 15 to 64 years with a long term health condition or disability which 
limited their everyday activities 

e aperson aged 15 to 64 years with a short term sickness or injury. 


This survey did not include care that was done as part of paid work, volunteer work, or a 
study program. It is possible for a carer to provide care to more than one person. 


This supplementary survey uses a definition of ‘carer’ that is slightly different to that used 
in the previous state supplementary survey Managing Caring Responsibilities and Paid 
Employment, NSW, October 2000 (cat. no. 4903.1). The main differences in the 
definitions are: 


e This supplementary survey defines elderly persons to be those aged 65 years or 
over, whereas the NSW state supplementary survey from 2000 only refers to ‘an 
elderly person’ with no further age definition. 

e Both this supplementary survey and the NSW state supplementary survey from 
2000, measure caring that is not done as part of paid work, however, this survey 
also excludes care that is done as part of volunteer work or a study program. 


Estimates from this supplementary survey are not comparable with estimates from the 
Survey of Disability, Ageing and Carers, 2003 (SDAC) (cat. no. 4430.0). This is due to 
differences in the definition of ‘carer’ . Differences in the carer and recipient of care 
populations for each of the two surveys are set out below: 


Other Carer 


Managing Care and Work: Carer must be 18 years or over; 
SDAC: Carer may be of any age, however, a primary carer must be 15 years or over. 


Length of care 


Managing Care and Work: There is no limit to the length of care. Care may be: 


e aone off event such as minding a child; 

e short term, such as taking care of a person with a short term sickness or injury; or 

e ongoing, such as taking care of someone with a long term health condition or 
disability; 


SDAC: Care must be ongoing, or likely to be ongoing, for at least six months. 


Recipient of care 


Managing Care and Work: Recipient of care can be a: 


child aged 14 years or under 

person aged 15 to 64 years with a short term sickness or injury 

person aged 15 to 64 years with a long term health condition or disability which 
limited their everyday activities, or 

person aged 65 year or over; 


SDAC: Recipient of care can be: 


e aperson with a disability 
e aperson with a long-term condition, or 
e older persons (i.e. aged 60 years and over). 


Long term health condition or disability 


An impairment, limitation or restriction which limits certain everyday activities. It includes 
restrictions due to diseases, disorders, or damage from injuries or accidents. This 
includes: 


loss of sight; 

loss of hearing 

speech difficulties; 

shortness of breath or breathing difficulties causing restriction; 

chronic or recurrent pain or discomfort causing restriction; 

blackouts, fits or loss of consciousness; 

difficulty with learning or understanding; 

incomplete use of arms or fingers; 

difficulty gripping or holding things; 

incomplete use of feet or legs; 

nervous or emotional condition causing restriction; 

restriction in physical activities or in doing physical work; 

disfigurement or deformity; 

mental illness or condition requiring help or supervision; 

long-term effects of head injury, stroke or other brain damage causing restriction; 
receiving treatment or medication for any other long-term conditions or ailments and 
still restricted; 

e any other long-term conditions resulting in a restriction. 


Own child 


A child of either the carer or the carer's partner, aged 14 years or under, living in the 
same household. 


Other child 


A child aged 14 years or under who does not live in the same household as the carer. A 


carer could be a child's parent, but if the child lives in a different household to that 
parent, then the child would be counted as an ‘other child’. 


Parent 


A person with a child aged 14 years or under who lives in the same household, or a 
person whose partner has a child aged 14 years or under who lives in the same 
household. 


Provided Care 


For the purposes of this survey providing care involves helping, assisting or supervising 
a child or adult with everyday activities that they were not capable of doing themselves, 
because of age (a child or elderly person), disability or other health condition. Care could 
be provided either full time, occasionally or once only, and for more than one person. 


Not included in this survey was care that was done for payment, through a voluntary 
organisation, or as part of a study program. Also excluded was support that was only 
financial, such as paying for someone else to care for a person. 


Short term sickness or injury 


Includes any illness or injury that causes a person to require care. Some examples are: 


e looking after someone who has the flu, 
e picking up a child from school who has broken their arm, 
e taking someone to an emergency dental appointment. 


Excludes disabilities or long term health conditions.

COLLECTION HISTORY 


Over the course of the collection, some items have ceased to be 
collected while other items have changed frequency of collection. 


January 1995 - in response to introduction of partial user funding, 
ceased collection and publication of many items. 


December 1995 - commitment to introduce Consultancy charging as 
soon as practicable. 


March 1996 - user review conducted to determine interest in these 
data for policy purposes. 


October 1996 - findings of user review, notably, curtailment of ABS- 
funded collection and publication to quarterly frequency, adopted by 
senior management. 


July 1997 - ABS-funded series being collected and published 
quarterly. As a result of application of consultancy charging, some 
user-funded series changed frequency or were discontinued. Status 
of Textile, Clothing and Footwear (TCF) items uncertain, owing to 
lack of commitment of funds by major users (negotiations started 
March 1997); TCF collection activity suspended after processing of 
June 1997 month/quarter. 


December 1997 - TCF funding secured for mainly quarterly collection 
of reduced number of data items; collection activity resumed with 
concurrent collection of September and December quarters. 


March 1998 - basis of pricing changed from Consultancy pricing to 
Full Corporate Cost recovery, as per Client Service policy. 
Implemented for 1998-99 renewals. 


June 1998 - first collection of annual, mainly ABS-funded, TCF data; 
items formerly collected monthly or quarterly. Senior management 
decision to curtail ABS funding of ready-mixed concrete (RMC) 
collection from monthly (as in 1997-98) to quarterly, and implied price 
increases of 70% from 1999-2000, communicated to clients. 


July 1998 - Status of TCF items uncertain, owing to lack of 
commitment of funds by major users (negotiations started June 
1998); TCF collection activity suspended after processing of June 
1998 month/quarter. 


September - December 1998 - Federal Government client indicates 
unwilling to fund, leaving industry the sole source. Industry funding 
secured for quarterly collection of increased number of TCF data 
items; collection activity resumed with concurrent collection of 
September and December quarters. 


July - October 1999 - slight changes in collection activity as a result 
of changes in client demand. TCF items negotiated late again, by 
October. As commitment was seen as imminent, September quarter 
collection was conducted on time even though funding not yet 
formally secured. 


July 2000 - For the 2000-01 subscription period, further changes in 
collection activity were made due to changes in client demand. Many 
building products switched from monthly to quarterly; TCF items, due 
to lack of funding by industry association became almost exclusively 
annual, collection of Audio compact discs ceased; and collection of 
unlaminated particle board production changed to annual. 


July 2001 - Iron and Steel ceased to be collected (consent problems) 
while Gas and Electric Space Heaters lost user funding and also 
ceased to be collected. New Production of Commercial Furniture 
collection for 2000-01 (financial year) with 3 times 6 monthly cycles to 
follow (starting with the 6 months ending 31 December 2001).

OVERVIEW 

The Manufacturing Survey/Census is an annual collection which 
collects information about the operation and financial performance of 
all businesses which earn the majority of their income from trading in 
goods which they produce. Manufacturing publishes annually detailed 
income and expenditure data at industry class level for Australia 
together with key variables (employment, wages and salaries, sales 
and service income (formerly turnover) and Industry Value Added 
(IVA) (formerly Industry Gross Product (IGP)) for states and territories 
at industry subdivision level. Similar data are published for states and 
territories at industry class level (as available due to confidentiality 
constraints) in the (now) quinquennial census years (of which the 
most recent is the 2001-02 collection). Value of sales of commodities 
is also produced, at the Australian level, from the Manufacturing 
Survey/Census. 


PURPOSE 

The Manufacturing Survey/Census provides key measures of the 
performance of the Australian manufacturing industry. Data are used 
by analysts in both the private and public sector. In addition to the 
key measures which indicate the general health of the manufacturing 
sector, the survey also provides a great deal of detailed data for use 
by public and private sector users (detailed data items about 
business performance, individual manufactured commodities, fine- 
level industry and geographical classifications) and also a great deal 
of data for use by various ABS users - principally National Accounts 


Branch but also Prices and Labour areas. 


SCOPE 

Scope is all manufacturing business units operating within Australian 
with an active Australian Business Number. Non-employing 
businesses were added to the scope of the collection commencing 
with the 2001-02 reference year. 


Coverage for a reference year is all manufacturing business units in 
operation at 30 June of that year, plus significant manufacturers 
which operated during the financial year but which had ceased 
operations prior to 30 June. 


DATA DETAIL 


Conceptual framework 

Standard ABS integrated economic statistics framework. Prior to the 
2000-01 reference year, statistical units were the Establishment and 
the Management Unit. For the 2000-01 reference year, the statistical 
unit was only the Management Unit . From the 2001-02 reference 
year, the Management Unit has been replaced/renamed with 
Australian Business Number (ABN)/Type of Activity (TAU) units. A 
number of other substantial changes have also been introduced with 
the 2001-02 collection. The scope of the collection has been 
expanded to include non-employers, substantial use is also now 
being made of business income tax (BIT) data to supplement directly 
collected data, and the basis for industry coding has changed. 


Main outputs 
Data relating to Manufacturing Establishments (only available until 
1999-2000 reference year) 


e Statistics of employment, wages and salaries, turnover and 
Industry Gross Product/Industry Value Added for Australia and 
states by Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial 
Classification (ANZSIC) class; data for territories at ANZSIC 
subdivision level in sample years. 

e Estimates of components of income and expenses and capital 
expenditure by ANZSIC Group for Australia. National estimates 
by ANZSIC Class can be produced, but would generally be 
subject to high sampling errors. 

Data relating to Manufacturing Management Units 


e Statistics of employment, wages and salaries, sales and service 
income and Industry Value Added (IVA) for Australia by ANZSIC 
class (available all years from 2000-01 but by ANZSIC 


subdivision only for years up to 1999-2000); data for states and 
territories at ANZSIC subdivision level available in sample years. 
In census years, the latest being 2001-02 reference year, state 
and territory data are available by ANZSIC class and sub-state 
data (at SLA) are available by ANZSIC subdivision level. 

e Financial data, ie profit and loss and balance sheet items, by 
ANZSIC class for Australia and ANZSIC subdivision for state 
level estimates, although not published, are available. 

e Up to 1999-2000 reference year, Management Unit was available 
but not published as the main output was Establishment data. 
From 2000-01 reference year, data are only available at 
Management Unit level. 

e From the 1994-95 reference year, manufacturing data also 
became an input into the Annual Economy Wide Survey 
published in Business Operations and Industry Performance 
Australia (ABS catalogue no. 8140.0) 


With the change to the ABN/TAU units' basis commencing with the 
2001-02 collection, some changes to published outputs will be 
necessary. However, the intention is to retain as much consistency to 
previously published outputs as possible. But a consequence of 
these various significant changes introduced with the 2001-02 
collection is that the data to be published for/from the 2001-02 
reference year are not comparable to the Management Unit based 
data previously published. A bridging table (ie publishing 2000-01 
outputs on the same conceptual basis as for 2001-02) will also be 
published. 

Classifications 

The Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification 
(ANZSIC) is used for industry classification. Scope of the survey is all 
units in ANZSIC Division C (Manufacturing). From the 2001-02 
reference year, the scope has been increased to include non 


employing units. 


Structural data items are as per standard Economic Activity Survey 
(EAS) definitions. 


Commodity data items are as per the Manufacturing Input-Output 
Commodity Classification (MIOCC), which is an aggregation of 
Australian and New Zealand Standard Commodity Classification 
(ANZSCC) items.

Frequency comments 

Up to and including the 1991-92 reference year, the collection was 
conducted as a census. Since then, censuses have been conducted 
for the following reference years: 1993-94, 1996-97, 2001-02 and the 
2006-07 reference year. In the intervening years, the collection was 
conducted as a sample survey. From 2007-08 and onwards the 
manufacturing collection has been rolled into the Economic Activity 
Survey and will not be conducted separately. 


COLLECTION HISTORY 
Below is a Summary of the main changes in chronological order from 
1968-69: 


1968-69: Manufacturing Census is one of the original integrated 
economic collections adopting standard units rules and the 1969 
version of the Australian Standard Industry Classification (ASIC). 


1970-71: No Manufacturing Census was conducted. 


1974-75: First census subject to size cut offs for single establishment 
enterprises with fewer than four persons employed. Only a limited 
range of data is collected (ie employment and wages and salaries). 
For all other units, no change in data requirements. 


1977-78: From 1977-78, the classification of census units to industry 
is based on the 1978 edition of the ASIC. 


1978-79: Introduction of tailored commodity forms 


1979-80: Improved coverage as a result of information from the Retail 
and Selected Services Census. 


1981-82: Improved coverage as a result of information from 
Wholesale Trade Survey and access to Tax Stamp Book 
Applications. 


1983-84: From 1983-84, the classification of census units to industry 
is based on the 1983 edition of ASIC. For manufacturing, this version 
was virtually identical to the 1978 version. 


1985-86: Due to Commonwealth Budget considerations for 1986-87, 
it was decided not to proceed with the 1985-86 Manufacturing 
Census. 


1986-87: A sample component was introduced for single 
establishment enterprises with from four to nineteen persons 
employed, other than those located in Tasmania, the Northern 
Territory and the Australian Capital Territory. 


For those establishments selected in the sample, for multi- 
establishment enterprises and for single establishment enterprises 
with more than nineteen persons employed, the full range of census 
detail was collected. For those single establishment enterprises 
employing from four to nineteen persons which were not selected in 
the sample (of which there are approximately 10,000), details relating 
to employment at 30 June 1987, wages and salaries, turnover, 
quantities and values of commodities produced were sought. 


Single establishment enterprises employing fewer than four persons 
were asked to supply turnover figures in addition to employment and 
wages data. 


1987-88: First small scale census, which collected from single 
establishments employing fewer than four persons: employment 
(males/females), gross wages and salaries paid, sales and other 
income. 


Other establishments: employment (males/females, and working 
proprietors, employees), wages and salaries paid, turnover 


(dissected income from manufacturing of goods/income from 
provision of services). 


Data were sought for each in-scope enterprise, establishment and 
ancillary unit. The purpose of seeking enterprise data for multi- 
establishment enterprises is to ensure the integrity of establishment 
and ancillary unit data. 


1988-89: All manufacturers other than those employing fewer than 
four persons also received a tick box commodity form on which they 
were asked to indicate the commodities they produce. This variation 
to the triennial strategy was necessary to advise manufacturers of a 
new commodity classification and to further test data availability for 
the 1989-90 Census. 


Data for separately located administrative offices and ancillary units 
which maintain separate accounting records were no longer included 
in manufacturing establishment statistics. 


Single establishment manufacturing enterprises not employing staff 
were excluded from the collection. 


Scope of collection changed to exclude non employing businesses. 


New units rules (ie Management Unit) were progressively 
implemented. One implication was that ancillary units ceased to exist 
as such and became establishments or management units in their 
own right. 


1989-90: Single establishments employing fewer than four persons 
asked to provide only employment (males/females), gross wages and 
salaries paid, sales and other income. 


A sample component was introduced for single establishment 
enterprises with from four to nineteen persons employed, other than 
those located in Tasmania, the Northern Territory and the Australian 
Capital Territory. Also, businesses employing fewer than 20 persons 
were exempted from providing data for materials used and 
commodities produced. 


For (a) those establishments employing 4 to 19 persons which were 
selected in the sample, (b) multi-establishment enterprises and (c) 
single establishment enterprises with more than nineteen persons 


employed, the full range of census detail was collected. For those 
single establishment enterprises employing from four to nineteen 
persons which were not selected in the sample (of which there are 
approximately 10,000), details relating to employment at 30 June 
1990 wages and salaries, turnover, quantities and values of 
commodities produced were sought. 


Due to change in accounting practices, a number of business 
changed to reporting gross value of production. This mainly affected 
data for the petroleum refining industry. 


1990-91: The 1990-91 Manufacturing Census and Economic Activity 
Survey forms were being used as a test vehicle for the regular 
inclusion of add-on questions in future short form manufacturing 
collections. As the environment and greenhouse effects were very 
topical, questions relating to environmental protection issues were 
selected as the add-on topic for the 1990-91 Manufacturing Census. 
Additional data relating to the Textile, Clothing and Footwear 
industries were conducted as part of the 1990-91 Manufacturing 
Census. 


1991-92: Different treatment for businesses employing fewer than 4 
persons was abandoned. 


1992-93: Prior to the 1992-93 collection, the ABS operated ona 
full/short/short census strategy for the manufacturing sector. The 
1992-93 collection was the first ever to be run as a number raised 
sample survey. The 1992-93 collection saw the first use of the 
Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification 
(ANZSIC), which replaced the ASIC (and with unit records re-coded 
on an ANZSIC basis back to the 1989-90 reference year). 


1993-94: The 1993-94 collection was conducted as a core data 
census. Quantities and values of commodities produced was sought 
from a sample of the establishments. 


1994-95: The 1994-95 collection consisted of a sample of 
approximately 22,000 management units and their establishments to 
collect core data. Detailed questions on income and expenses 
together with value of commodities sold was asked from a subsample 
of the core sampled units (approximately 7,500 management units 
and their establishments). Because of variability in the concept, 
numbers of Establishments ceased to be published from the 


collection. 


1995-96: The collection was basically a repeat of the 1994-95 
collection. The main change was the collection of details of Rent, 
leasing and hiring expenses and Other operating expenses and 
details of raw materials, components etc were not asked as part of 
the main collection, these were collected from a subsample via a 
supplementary form. 


1996-97: A core data census of approximately 64,000 establishments 
(including a supplementary despatch to Register leakage units). 
Detailed income and expense data, together with value of 
commodities sold, were asked from a subsample of the core sampled 
units (approximately 7,500 management units and their 
establishments). New questions related to locations from which the 
business operated, computer software capitalised, a dissection of 
government funding received, and sponsorship arrangements. 


1997-98: A core data sample of approximately 19,000 
establishments. Detailed income and expense data, together with 
value of commodities sold, are being asked from a subsample of the 
core sampled units (approximately 7,500 management units and their 
establishments). Questions that were new for the 1996-97 cycle were 
not repeated. 


1998-99: A core data sample of approximately 17,000 
establishments. Detailed income and expense data, together with 
value of commodities sold, are being asked from a subsample of the 
core sampled units (approximately 7,000 Management Units and 
their Establishments). New questions relate to delivery charges, 
freight and cartage expenses, and some balance sheet items. 


1999-2000: A repeat of the 1998-99 collection, with one new data 
item (payments to employment agencies for staff - in Labour costs 
section) 


2000-01: The business unit now being approached is the 
Management Unit only. Detailed income and expense data, together 
with value of commodities sold are being asked from a sample of 
approximately 9,000 Management Units. Data are available at the 
industry class level for Australia, while data for the states/territories 
are only available down to the industry subdivision level. Sales and 
service income replaces turnover as a key output variable. 


2001-02: A two population model has now been introduced by the 
ABS, with units eligible for selection in surveys from only the one 
population source. Significant complex units (together with certain 
categories of units eg all government units) are held on the ABS 
maintained population (ABSMP) list with the balance (the vast 
majority in numerical terms) on the Australian Taxation Office 
maintained population list (ATOMP) obtained from the Australian 
Business Register (ABR), maintained by the Australian Taxation 
Office (ATO). Both population sources are now used to select the 
business population; non-employing units are also now included. The 
business unit being approached has been aligned to ABR units, 
which are Australian Business Number (ABN) units for the ATO 
source, or Type of Activity Unit (TAU) units where the statistical unit 
comes from the ABS source. The 2001-02 cycle is a census, with 
about 9,000 units supplying detailed income and expense data, 
together with the value of commodities sold. A further 6,500 units 
supply basic data, with the balance of data for non surveyed units 
(about 133,000), obtained from ATO administrative sources. Data for 
2001-02 will be available at the industry class level for Australia and 
states/territories (Subject to confidentiality constraints) and at industry 
subdivision level at the sub-state level.

The preliminary publication Manufacturing Industry, Australia, 
Preliminary (ABS Cat No. 8201.0) is released in late March (9 months 
after the end of the reference period), the final national publication 
Manufacturing Industry, Australia (ABS Cat No. 8221.0) is targeted 
for release at the end of August (14 months after the end of the 
reference period), the final state publications (ABS Cat Nos. 8221.1 - 
> 8221.6) are targeted for release over the following two months, and 
the compendium publication Manufacturing, Australia (ABS Cat No. 
8225.0) is targeted for release in December. 


All of these publications were released annually up to the 1999-2000 
issues. No state publications (ABS Cat Nos. 8221.1 -> 8221.6) were 
released for 2000-01 and similarly are not expected to be released 
for future survey years. State publications are only expected to now 
be published for the quinquennial census years (which includes 
2001-02). 


For 2001-02, the preliminary publication Manufacturing Industry, 
Australia, Preliminary (ABS Cat No. 8201.0) was not issued (because 
of the substantial changes made to the collection commencing with 
this year). Similarly, the final national publication's release has been 
delayed until early 2004, with the state publications (ABS Cat Nos. 
8221.1 -> 8221.6) to be published progressively after the release of 
the national publication. 


The last issue of the compendium publication (ABS Cat. No. 8225.0) 
was released (on 2 April 2003) for the 2002 issue. Corresponding 
manufacturing data will now be available from the manufacturing 
theme page on the ABS website. 


For 2002-03, the preliminary publication Manufacturing Industry, 
Australia, Preliminary (ABS Cat No. 8201.0) will, again, not be issued 
(because of the substantial changes made to the collection 
commencing with 2001-02).

NAME OF ORGANISATION 
Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS) 


OVERVIEW 

The collection provides data on the number of marriages registered 
each reference year. Annual data is provided on the ages, marital 
status, country of birth and previous marriage details (number of 
marriages, how last marriage terminated, children) for the bridegroom 
and bride of each marriage registered in the reference year. Data are 
available for each State and Territory. 


PURPOSE 
Registered marriage data are used to help understanding of family 
formation. 


For all their limitations - especially incompleteness because of 
‘unregistered’ marriages and divorces (de facto formation and 
dissolution) - marriage and divorce registration statistics provide a 
unique measure of the social well-being of our society. The data tell 
not only of family formation but also of family dissolution for couples 
and children. This is important data for social program development 
and research. 


SCOPE 

The scope of the collection is all marriages registered by the 
Registrar of Births, Deaths and Marriages in each Australian state 
and territory for the current reference period (calendar year). 


Marriages of overseas residents visiting Australia are included in 


these statistics. 


Under the Marriage Act the minimum age at which persons are 
legally free to marry is 18 years. Persons between the age of 16 
years and 18 years may marry with parental or guardian consent and 
an order for a judge or magistrate. Any two persons under the age of 
18 years may not marry each other.

Marriage statistics are provided to the ABS as an administrative data 
set from each jurisdiction's Registry of Births, Deaths and Marriages. 
Section 42 of the Marriage Act 1961 requires that a marriage shall 
not be solemnized unless a notice in writing of the intended marriage, 
in the prescribed form (Form 13 - Notice of Intended Marriage (NIM)) 
is given to the authorised celebrant solemnising the marriage. The 
authorised celebrant to whom the Notice is given sends the NIM to 
the Registrar of Births, Deaths and Marriages of the State/Territory in 
which the marriage takes place, after the ceremony. The Registrar 
uses the NIM to register the marriage. The Registrar-General's office 
in each state provides information on registered marriages to the 
ABS by either sending the original Notice of Intended Marriage (NIM) 
forms or by providing data electronically . 


The data is received via the ABS secure database in an electronic 
standard file format, except for Victoria and Queensland which are 
received in hardcopy. The requirement for a standard file format was 
introduced for the 2005 reference period. Prior to this marriages data 
was received in a number of formats. 


COLLECTION HISTORY 

Marriages data have been collected and published for each year 
since prior to Federation. Except for 1995, no major changes to 
content of the collection have occurred during those years. 


Due to budgetary constraints in 1995, the ABS processed only limited 
details on marriages registered in 1995. These details were: State or 
Territory of registration, date of marriage, age of parties at marriage, 
and previous marital status of parties. 


From 1996 processing of full marriage data was recommenced. 


In 2004, marriage registrations were sampled for the larger states of 
NSW, Vic., Qld and SA, while the other states and territories were 
fully enumerated. Sampled forms were subject to full processing. For 
an explanation and calculation of the sampling error see Marriages 
Australia, 2004, Technical Notes (under Explanatory Notes). Full 
processing then resumed for 2005. 


A complete review of data items supplied to the ABS by the 
state/territory Registrars was conducted in 2005. A range of data 


items were not collected in 2005 due to issues including; quality and 
completeness of information supplied by marrying couples on the 
Notice of Intended Marriage form and differing state/territory 
Registrar practices regarding recording of data items. As a result, 46 
data items are now collected and processed for the marriages 
collection. Data items that were not collected in 2005, that had been 
collected previously are: 


birthplace of grooms father 
birthplace of grooms mother 
grooms number of marriages 
grooms 1st marriage date 
birthplace of brides father 
birthplace of brides mother 
brides number of marriages 

e brides 1st marriage date 
Some data for 2005 and after are not available at a national level as 
some state/territory Registrars were not able to supply information for 
these data items. Data items regarding; Interval to Remarriage, 
Number of Children and Duration of Residence (years and months), 
are not available for New South Wales, South Australia and 
Australian Capital Territory. Data items regarding, Number of 
Children, are not available for Western Australia. As a result of these 
data items not being supplied by all states/territories, statistics on 
interval to remarriage, number of children and duration of residence 
(years and months) are not able to be published at a national level.

This collection collects data on the movements in prices of materials 
used by manufacturers. Two collections have been produced from 
these data: 'Price Indexes of Materials Used in Manufacturing 
Industries’ (MUMI) ; and 'Price Indexes of Copper Materials’ 
(Coppermats). 


The Price Indexes of Materials Used in Manufacturing Industries 
measure movements in the prices of materials (including fuels) used 
by establishments classified to the Manufacturing Division of 
ANZSIC. Indexes are compiled on a net sector basis for the 
Manufacturing Division of ANZSIC as a whole and separately for 
ANZSIC Sub-divisions and/or Groups of Manufacturing. In each case, 
the scope of the indexes relates to materials used in establishments 
within the defined manufacturing sector and sourced from 
establishments outside that sector. 


The Price Indexes of Copper Materials measure movements in prices 
for copper materials used in the manufacture of three types of 
electrical equipment: Industrial electric motors; Distribution 
transformers; and Power transformers. In concept the Price Indexes 
of Copper Materials are a sub set of the Price Indexes of Materials 
Used in Manufacturing Industries. 


Note: As of June quarter 2001 both of these indexes will be published 
in Producer Price Indexes, Australia (ABS Cat no. 6427.0). 


PURPOSE

e in the calculation of constant price National Accounts estimates 
ie to deflate current price estimates. 

e for economic analysis, in particular as indicators of future 
changes in prices of manufactured articles and of the source of 
price pressures in the economy.

contracts. 


SCOPE 

Materials Used in Manufacturing Index (MUMI) measures changes in 
prices for materials used in manufacturing establishments classified 
to the Manufacturing Division of ANZSIC. 


MUMI measures changes in prices of materials used in Australian 
manufacturing industry. Manufacturing industry is defined as 
encompassing all establishments classified to Division C, 
Manufacturing, of the Australian and New Zealand Standard 
Industrial Classification (ANZSIC) (1993 edition). 


The indexes are compiled and published on a net sector basis. Each 
index includes only those materials which are used in that defined 
sector of Australian manufacturing industry and have been produced 
by establishments outside that sector. That is, they: 


e exclude materials which have been purchased by establishments 
in that sector from other establishments in that same sector; 

e include materials produced by Australian establishments 
classified to other manufacturing sectors or other ANZSIC 
Divisions (eg Mining); and 

e include imported materials (whether manufactured or not).

The MUMI is:

OVERVIEW 

As part of its ongoing program of collections from the services sector 
of the economy, the Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS) conducted 
two surveys of the private medical practice industry in respect of 
1994/95. It is the first time that the ABS has conducted such surveys 
of this industry. 


The first survey was a sample of medical practitioners selected from 
the Health Insurance Commission's Medicare Provider File. The 
second survey was of private practice medical businesses (and their 
related administrative service businesses) which were identified from 
the first survey, classified to the following classes of the Australian 
and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification (ANZSIC) : 


e Class 8621 - General Practice Medical Services; 

e Class 8622 - Specialist Medical Services; and 

e Class 8631 - Pathology Services (businesses mainly operating 
pathology laboratories). 


PURPOSE 

The primary purpose of the survey was to provide the fundamental 
base line data necessary to understand the nature of the industry, to 
enable comparison with other industries and to provide a benchmark 
for measuring change over time. 


SCOPE 
The scope of the survey was all private medical businesses primarily 
offering general medical services and specialist medical services. In 


terms of the Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial 
Classification (ANZSIC), these businesses would be classified to 
class 8621- GENERAL PRACTICE MEDICAL SERVICES and 8622 - 
SPECIALIST MEDICAL SERVICES. Administrative service 
businesses providing dedicated services to these businesses were 
also included. 


The scope also included pathology laboratory businesses who

Government departments, hospitals, nursing homes, community 
health centres, universities and businesses predominantly providing 
veterinary pathology laboratory services were excluded from the 
scope of this survey. 


COVERAGE 


In order to obtain a population for the Medical Practices survey, a 
survey of medical practitioners was conducted during 2002 using a 
sample of medical practitioners selected from the Health Insurance 
Commission's Medicare Provider File (HIMPF) (Collection ID 1962). 
Results of this survey were published in Private Medical Practitioners, 
2002, cat. no. 8689.0. 


The population used for businesses undertaking pathology services 
was a listing supplied from the National Association of Testing 
Authorities (NATA). Businesses on this list were accredited with 
NATA, have received a NATA category of GX, GY, S or U (Extract 
from NPAAC Guideline 'Requirements for Supervision of Pathology 
Laboratories’, 1999) and would have received more than 50% of their 
income from fee for service medical income. Government 
departments, hospitals, universities, and businesses predominantly 
providing veterinary pathology laboratory services were excluded 
from this Survey.

The Medical Practitioners Survey (MPS) is an ad hoc survey which 
will collect data on demographics, workload, and medical business 
arrangements for medical practitioners in Australia.

1. to collect information for creation of the frame for the 
Medical Businesses Survey (MBS - see ID 244). Details on 
the medical and administrative businesses the medical

It should be noted that there are some differences in scope and 
coverage between the 1994—95 and 2002 ABS surveys on private 
medical practitioners. The 1994—95 Medical Practitioners Survey 
excluded low activity medical practitioners from the published 
estimates (that is, those with less than 50 Medicare claimable 
services in the six month period November 1994 to April 1995). 
Estimates produced from the 1994—95 survey reported 3,091 low 
activity general practitioners and 1,513 low activity specialists. These 
low activity medical practitioners accounted for 5% of the private 
medical practice consultations made in an average working week. 


In contrast to the 1994—95 survey, the 2002 Medical Practitioners 
survey did not exclude low activity medical practitioners. Estimates 
produced from the 2002 survey will therefore differ from those in the 
1994—95 survey publication according to this difference in scope. As 
such, users making comparisons of these data, should do so with 
care.

The range of major mental disorders included in the survey are those 
which were considered to have the highest rates of prevalence in the 
population and which were also able to be identified in an interviewer- 
based household survey. The diagnostic component of the interview 
was administered through a modified version of the Composite 
International Diagnostic Interview (CIDI) and the coding of mental 
disorders was based on the International Classification of Diseases 
Version 10 (ICD-10) and the Diagnostic and Statistical Manual of 
Mental Disorders Fourth Edition (DSM-IV).

OVERVIEW 

The Mineral and Petroleum Exploration collections are censuses 
conducted quarterly. Data are collected from private sector 
companies with licences to explore in Australia (including Aust 
waters) . Data collected are used by government and industry for 
policy formulation and planning. Details are published each quarter in 
Mineral and Petroleum Exploration, Australia (ABS Cat No. 8412.0). 
The publication contains annual and quarterly statistics on data 
collected for expenditure on exploration, and metres drilled from all 
private enterprises known to be engaged in exploration in Australia. 
The respondent companies range from the largest companies to 
small exploration ventures. 


PURPOSE 

Data from the Mineral and Petroleum Exploration collections are used 
extensively by industry associations and government agencies for 
planning purposes and to measure the performance of the industry 
sector. It is also an important indicator of the state of the Australian 
economy and provides input to the Australian national and state 
accounts. 


SCOPE 
From Methodological Review Survey: March 96 


Scope: All private enterprises known to be engaged in exploration in 
Australia (including Australian waters). All exploration activity is 


included regardless of the main activity of the explorer. 


DATA DETAIL 


Conceptual framework 

The Mineral and Petroleum Exploration Census asks respondents to 
report expenditure for all exploration licences held by the state or 
territory of activity on the mineral and petroleum forms. The unit of 
collection is at the managing operator level and is determined by the 
respondent and can vary from enterprise group to location. 


Minerals: Are a naturally occurring inorganic element or compound 
having an orderly internal structure and characteristic chemical 
composition, crystal form, and physical properties. These, for 
example, comprise of metallic minerals, such as copper, silver, lead- 
zinc, nickel, cobalt, gold, iron ore, mineral sands, uranium and non- 
metallic minerals such as coal, diamonds, and other precious and 
semi-precious stones and construction materials (e.g. gravel and 
sand). 


Exploration: Activity involves searching for concentrations of 
naturally occurring solid, liquid or gaseous materials and includes 
new field wildcat and stratigraphical and extension/appraisal wells 
and mineral appraisals intended to delineate or greatly extend the 
limits of known deposits by geological, geophysical, geochemical, 
drilling or other methods. This includes drilling of boreholes, 
construction of shafts and adits primarily for exploration purposes but 
excludes activity of a developmental or production nature. Exploration 
for water is excluded. 


Exploration expenditure: Covers all expenditure (capitalised and 
non-capitalised) during the exploratory or evaluation stages in 
Australia, Australian waters, the Joint Petroleum Development Area 
(JPDA) and Areas B and C previously recognised under the Timor 
Sea Economic Cooperation Zone (referred to as the Zone of 
Cooperation - ZOC). Costs include cost of exploration, determination 
of recoverable reserves, engineering and economic feasibility 
studies, procurement of finance, gaining access to reserves, 
construction of pilot plants and all technical and administrative 
overheads directly associated with these functions. Examples are 
costs of satellite imagery, airborne and seismic surveys, use of 
geophysical and other instruments, geochemical surveys and map 


preparation; licence fees, land access and legal costs; geologist 
inspections, chemical analysis and payments to employees and 
contractors. Cash bids for offshore petroleum exploration permits are 
also included. 


Expected exploration expenditure: Expected exploration 
expenditure is collected in June and December quarter each year. 
Businesses are asked to report their expected expenditure for the 
next six months. 


From the June quarter 2000 publication, the basis for the Expected 
Mineral Exploration Expenditure series changed. Prior to June 2000, 
the expected estimates released were simple aggregates of data 
compiled through the quarterly Mineral Exploration collection. 
However, these aggregates underestimated actual expenditure to a 
fairly consistent degree. The consistency with which the published 
data underestimated actual expenditure suggested that adjustments 
to improve the accuracy and usefulness of the estimates of expected 
expenditure would be possible. 


In the period since June 2000, such adjustments have been made to 
reported mineral expected exploration data resulting in estimates 
which better predict actual expenditure for the same period. For more 
information regarding the adjustments made to the Expected Mineral 
Exploration Expenditure series, see the feature article in Mineral and 
Petroleum Exploration Australia June quarter 2000 (ABS Cat No. 
8412.0). 


Timor Sea: The Joint Petroleum Development Area (JPDA) is an 
area in the Timor Sea, about 500 km north west of Darwin. The JPDA 
consists of the area previously referred to as Area A of the Zone of 
Cooperation (ZOC). A Treaty was signed with Indonesia in 1989 to 
enable exploration for and development of petroleum resources in 
this area. 


Following East Timor's separation from Indonesia, arrangements 
have continued on a transitional basis since 25 October 1999 with 
Australia and the United Nations Transitional Administration in East 
Timor (UNTAET) on behalf of East Timor. These arrangements will 
terminate when East Timor becomes independent, expected in 2002. 


Australia and East Timor have agreed on a Framework Arrangement 
to form the basis of a Treaty to come into effect on East Timorese 


independence. Under this Arrangement, the JPDA will be controlled 
by a designated authority which will report to a Joint Commission, 
with a Ministerial Council to provide oversight. Ninety per cent of 
resources in this region will belong to East Timor and 10% to 
Australia. 


The situation regarding Areas B and C, in the former Zone of 
Cooperation has not yet been determined. Under the original 
agreement, Area B is controlled by Australian authorities, but 
UNTAET must be notified of any changes to tenements in the area 
and will be paid 10% of resource rent tax revenues collected by 
Australia from corporations producing petroleum. Exploration 
expenditure in this area has been included with the Western Australia 
data. Area C is controlled by UNTAET, but Australia must be notified 
of any changes to tenements in the area and will be paid 10% of 
Contractors Income Tax collected by UNTAET from corporations 
producing petroleum. Exploration expenditure in this area is excluded 
from the data. 


Ashmore and Cartier Islands: Tenements in the Ashmore and 
Cartier Islands are administered by the Northern Territory 
Department of Mines and Energy. Therefore all petroleum exploration 
expenditure in this area has been included with Northern Territory 
data.

OVERVIEW 


The survey provides data on expenses incurred by the mining 
industry to access land for mineral exploration. Specifically collecting 
a category of expense items incurred to obtain land access for 
mineral exploration purposes. The expense items are dissected by 
‘internal to the business’ and ‘outsourced to a third party’. 
State/Territory/Australia total mineral exploration land access 
expenditure is also available. 


PURPOSE 


The issue of the cost of land access has been identified by the mining 
industry as a priority area for which information is needed. The ABS 
is conducting the survey in response to needs expressed by 
(amongst others) the Minerals Council of Australia (MCA), the 
Association of Mining and Exploration Companies (AMEC), the 
Ministerial Council on Mineral and Petroleum Resources (MCMPR), 
and the Department of Industry, Tourism and Resources (ITR). 


Land access has been a major issue in the mining industry 
particularly since the Native Title Act, 1994 came into force. Users 
have suggested that costs associated with legislation requirements 
(environment protection, native title, cultural heritage, etc) may be 
adding significantly to the traditional costs associated with mineral 


exploration. It is believed that these costs may be affecting mining 
operations, increasing the lead-time of getting a mine into operation, 
and the granting of mineral exploration leases/tenements in Australia. 
There were also suggestions that overseas exploration has grown at 
the expense of exploration within Australia and that this could impact 
on the future viability of the industry. Certainly in the last few years, 
exploration expenditure has dropped significantly and concerns are 
that this could have a long term impact on the mining industry. No 
comprehensive, reliable information is available to test this 
assumption. 


At the 1998 and the 1999 ABS Mining User Advisory Group meetings 
attended by Federal and State Governments and industry 
organisations, COLA was recognised as being the most important 
unmet statistical demand for the mining industry. The participants 
were very keen for ABS to provide statistics on COLA. In early 2001, 
the (then) Department of Industry, Science and Resources (ISR) on 
behalf of the Australia New Zealand Minerals and Energy Council 
(ANZMEC) and Minerals Council of Australia (MCA) approached the 
ABS to undertake a joint study to determine the feasibility of 
collecting information on COLA. 


The feasibility study which included a pilot test was completed in 
October 2001. ABS findings indicated that 


- acollection to identify COLA costings is feasible 

- conducting a retrospective collection would carry risks of data 
availability problems for some providers and this would be 
compounded by the lack of a suitable means of imputing for non- 
response. 

- amore complete response would be gained if the exploration, 
tenement management and accounts areas liaised in the completion 
of the questionnaire. 

The primary outcome required of the project is to deliver quality 
information on COLA to users, in particular ITR, to assist them in 
evaluating the extent of the cost involved and where the costs are 
incurred. This initiative will support a number of ITR Departmental 
objectives: 


e Information on the nature and magnitude of land access costs 
would provide information to assess industry claims that costs 
are hindering exploration and contributing to low levels of 
exploration. Information provided by a COLA collection will be 
most useful to the proposed Action Agenda on Mineral 
Exploration, which will examine this issue in detail: 

e Specific information on the costs of native title negotiations could 
support a broader role for the Ministerial Council on Mineral and 
Petroleum Resources (MCMPR) in this area;

The collection covers all businesses engaged in seeking land to 


access within Australia for mineral exploration purposes. 


DATA DETAIL 
Conceptual framework 


The Supplement to Mineral Exploration Survey - Land Access 
Expenditure 2001-02 asked providers to report all land access 
expenditure costs for mineral exploration purposes incurred within 
Australia during financial year 2001-02. The unit of collection is at the 
managing operator level and is determined by the respondent. It may 
vary from the enterprise group to divisions in the group to another 
outsourced company which manages the explorers access and 
tenement management tasks. 


Cost of land access expenditure: Include all expenses involved in 
obtaining (or attempting to obtain) access to land for mineral 
exploration purposes. The expenses may include payments made at 
the commencement of the exploration cycle (Such as exploration 
license application fees) through to notification, negotiation, and other 
processes up to the point where access is obtained to physically 
commence the mineral exploration or attempts to access land have 
been abandoned. On-going mineral exploration access contractual 
payments are in-scope. 


Minerals: Are a naturally occurring inorganic element or compound 
having an orderly internal structure and characteristic chemical 
composition, crystal form, and physical properties. These, for 
example, comprise of metallic minerals, such as copper, silver, lead- 
zinc, nickel, cobalt, gold, iron ore, mineral sands, uranium and non- 
metallic minerals such as coal, diamonds, and other precious and 
semi-precious stones and construction materials (e.g. gravel and 
sand). 


Exploration: Activity involves searching for concentrations of 
naturally occurring solid, liquid or gaseous materials and includes 
new field wildcat and stratigraphical and extension/appraisal wells 
and mineral appraisals intended to delineate or greatly extend the 
limits of known deposits by geological, geophysical, geochemical, 
drilling or other methods. This includes drilling of boreholes, 
construction of shafts and adits primarily for exploration purposes but 
excludes activity of a developmental or production nature. Exploration 
for water is excluded. 


Note: Exploration expenditure and minerals being explored for were 


sourced from the existing quarterly Mineral exploration survey. 


Exploration expenditure: Covers all expenditure (capitalised and 
non-capitalised) during the exploratory or evaluation stages in 
Australia. Costs include cost of exploration, determination of 
recoverable reserves, engineering and economic feasibility studies, 
procurement of finance, gaining access to reserves, construction of 
pilot plants and all technical and administrative overheads directly 
associated with these functions. Examples are costs of satellite 
imagery, airborne and seismic surveys, use of geophysical and other 
instruments, geochemical surveys and map preparation; licence fees, 
land access and legal costs; geologist inspections, chemical analysis 
and payments to employees and contractors. 


Main outputs 


Aggregated data was produced, subject to the data being of 
acceptable quality. The results were accompanied by an "indicator of 
confidence" table which provides indicative information about the 
significance of those responding or not responding. The significance 
is measured in terms of total mineral exploration expenditure on non- 
production leases during 2001-02.

OVERVIEW 

The Mining and Utilities collection is an annual survey which collects information 
about the operation and financial performance of employing businesses (both 
management units and establishments) classified to Australian and New Zealand 
Standard Industrial Classification (ANZSIC) Divisions B and D on the Business 
Register. 


Data are collected from all management units and establishments belonging to 
ANZSIC subdivisions 11, 12 and 13 as well as classes 3610 and 3620. For ANZSIC 
subdivisions 14, 15 and 37, in 1999-2000, only management unit information was 
collected (i.e. no establishment or commodity data were collected). In previous 
collections, establishment data were collected for ANZSIC groups 141 and 142. 


The basis of the collection changed to management units (only) with the 2000-01 
cycle. It changed again, commencing with the 2001-02 cycle, as part of the 
introduction of changes flowing from Tax Reform. In particular, a two population 
model was introduced, with the Type of Activity Unit (TAU) being the statistical unit in 
the ABS maintained part of the population frame and the Australian Business 
Number (ABN) unit being the statistical unit in the Australian Business Register 
(ABR) part of the population frame (which is maintained by the Australian Taxation 
Office (ATO)). Non-employers were also added to the scope of the collection 
commencing with the 2001-02 cycle. 


Information is published on the structure, activity and performance of businesses and 
industries in the Australian economy. Data are presented at both industry and 
state/territory level for some data items. 


PURPOSE 

As well as being released in specific mining and utilities publications, data for the 
mining and utilities industries are incorporated in the annual Economic Activity 
Survey (EAS), the irregular Environment Protection Expenditure series, as well as 
other Economic Indicator projects (e.g. Input-Output, Constant Prices, and Australian 
National and State Accounts). 


SCOPE 

Scope: 

All Type of Activity Units (TAUs) on the ABS Business Register and Australian 
Business Number (ABN) units on the Australian Business Register coded to Mining 
(ANZSIC Division B) and Electricity, Gas and Water Supply (ie “utilities") (ANZSIC 
Division D). 


Coverage: 

For the reference year, all mining and utilities TAUS/ABNs in operation at 30 June of 
that year, plus significant units which operated during the financial year but had 
ceased operations by 30 June. 


DATA DETAIL 


Conceptual framework 

The Mining and Utilities collection is conducted as a component of the ABS's 
integrated economic statistics system. Data from each industry sector conform to the 
same basic conceptual standards, allowing comparative analysis between and 
across different industry sectors. 


Mining broadly relates to the extraction of minerals occurring naturally as solids such 
as coal and ores, liquids such as crude petroleum, or gases such as natural gas, by 
such processes as underground mining, open-cut extraction methods, quarrying, 
operation of wells or evaporation pans, dredging or recovering from ore dumps or 
tailings. Activities such as dressing or beneficiating ores or other minerals by 
crushing, milling, screening, washing, flotation or other processes (including chemical 
beneficiation) or briquetting are included, because they are generally carried out at or 
near mine sites as an integral part of mining operations. Natural gas absorption and 
purifying plants are also included. 


Establishments mainly engaged in refining or smelting of minerals or ores (other than 
preliminary smelting of gold), or in the manufacturing of such products of mineral 
origin as coke, cement and fertilisers are excluded. Also excluded from the collection 
were any establishments with no employees (i.e. sole proprietors). These were 
omitted because they are not considered to be statistically significant. Typical of 


these are itinerant and part-time miners, particularly in the gemstone industry and, to 
a lesser extent, in the copper and tin industries. However, the scope of the collection 
was extended to include non employers with the 2001-02 cycle, where these units 
were included on the population frame. This inclusion is especially important for units 
sourced from the Australian Taxation Office (ATO) maintained part of the population 
frame. 


The annual collection of mining operations covers the ANZSIC classes for coal 
mining, oil and gas extraction and metal ore mining. Until 1995-96, data for Other 
mining (ANZSIC subdivision 14) were collected on a triennial basis - they are now 
collected annually. Services to mining (ANZSIC subdivision 15) and Construction 
material mining (ANZSIC group 141) are now collected annually through a sample 
survey, although the Services to mining component was deferred for 1998-99 so that 
remedial work could be carried out on the frame. 


The collection of electricity and gas operations covers those units mainly engaged in 
the generation, transmission or distribution of electricity or the manufacture of town 
gas from coal and/or petroleum or, the mains distribution of town gas, natural gas or 
liquefied petroleum gas. Note that units mainly engaged in the distribution of liquefied 
petroleum gas in bulk or in containers are classified to wholesaling. Water supply, 
sewerage and drainage services (ANZSIC subdivision 37) are now collected annually 
through a sample survey, although this collection was also deferred for 1998-99 so 
that remedial work could be carried out on the frame. 


The period covered by the collection is, in general, the twelve months ended 30 June. 
Where businesses are unable to supply information on this basis, an accounting 
period which falls between 1 October and 30 September of the reference year is 
used for data items other than that relating to employment. 


Main outputs 

For years up to the 1999-2000 cycle, data were available for both establishments and 
management units (MUs). For/from the 2000-01 cycle, data are no longer available 
for establishments. For the 2000-01 cycle, data are only available for management 
units. For/from the 2001-02 cycle, the statistical unit changed to a mixed Type of 
Activity (TAU) unit for units from the ABS maintained part of the population frame and 
an Australian Business Number (ABN) unit for units from the Australian Taxation 
Office (ATO) maintained part of the population frame. To a large extent, the 
TAU/ABN unit would relate to an MU unit. 


With this change, the range of data published for 2000-01 more closely resembled 
the range of management unit data previously published (as detailed below), with 
corresponding data also included for 1999-2000. With the substantial changes 
introduced for the 2001-02 cycle, the same range of outputs are expected to be 


published but will only relate to the 2001-02 year. However, to facilitate comparison 
over time, a bridging table (ie a summary table publishing 2000-01 data on the same 
conceptual basis as for 2001-02) will also be published. It is expected that the 2002- 
03 publications will re-commence the publication of data on a two years time series 
basis.

Classifications 

The 1993 edition of the Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial 
Classification (ANZSIC) (ABS Cat No. 1292.0) has been used since the 1991-92 
cycle to classify units included in the Mining and Utilities collection. Previously, the 
Australian Standard Industrial Classification (ASIC) was used. 


Data for some industries are published at the four digit ANZSIC level at the Australian 
geographical level with some confidentiality constraints, and others at the two digit 
level at the state/territory geographical level. 


Commodities were classified according to the Australian and New Zealand Standard 
Commodity Classification (ANZSCC) (ABS Cat No. 1254.0) when collected as part of 
the mining and utilities collection. Mineral production data as now published are 
supplied by the various state and territory Mines Departments as part of their 
administrative functions. These sources do not necessarily apply common definitions 
and standards when compiling the statistics and these data should, therefore, be 
used with caution.

Complete mining censuses 
including these industries to be conducted on a triennial basis, with the 
next scheduled for the 1989-90 financial year. 

1989-90 The definition of an establishment was modified. Prior to 1988-89, the 
establishment covered all operations carried on under the ownership of 
one enterprise at a single physical location. In 1989-90, the establishment 
was defined as the smallest accounting unit of an enterprise within a state 
or territory which controls its productive activities and for which a specified 
range of detailed data are available (trend was towards a reduction in 
number of establishments). 


The statistical treatment of Unincorporated Joint Ventures (UJVs) changed. 
Previously, these operations were reported by a specially created 
enterprise in respect of each joint venture despite the fact that they do not 
exist as legal entities. In accordance with AAS19, the requirement to 
prepare financial statements rests with each venturer rather than the joint 
venture. In recognition of this, new establishments were created for each 
venturer where an appropriate establishment operating in the same 
industry in the same state did not already exist (this led to an increase in 
the number of establishments ie the opposite effect to the change in 
definition of establishment).

The Survey of Motor Vehicle Use (SMVU) was first conducted in 1963, and was 
conducted about once every three years up until 1998. Providers were asked to 
provide information on the use of selected motor vehicles based on recall of the 
previous 12 months usage. The last SMVU conducted under the traditional 12 month 
recall methodology was conducted in 1995. Following an extensive review, the 
SMVU was redesigned to a quarterly survey using pre-advice methodology. The first 
survey conducted under this new methodology was SMVU 1998.

PURPOSE 

The main purpose of the SMVU is to satisfy the information needs of Commonwealth 
and State government agencies responsible for the allocation of funds for road 
development, the design and construction of highways, the regulation of road 
transport operators, accident exposure and energy use analysis.
